The 
whole force of the company might have been 
applied to its reprefentation had this charac- 
ter been caft to him. However as it was, it 
was not without its excellencies, and Mr. 
Uther, with a few exceptions, acquitted 
himfelf with honor.

Of Bamrytpe-Moore Carew. 


THIS extraordinary -charafter, was the 
fon of. a clergyman at, Bickley, near Tiv- 
erton, Devonfhire, and was bern in July, 
1693. His godfathers were the Hon. Hugh 
Bamfylde, fq. and the Hon. Major Moore, 





both ef whofe names he bears. The Rev. 
Mr. Carew had feveral other children : our 
hero was, however, intended for the church, 
and at the age of twelve years fent to Tiver- 
ton {chool, where he became acquaintedwitu 
gentleman of the firft, rank in the counties 
of Somerfet, Devon, Cornwall, and Dorfet. 
Falling into the company of fome gypfies in 
the neighbourhood, young Carew, at the 
age of fifteen, grew fo fond of his affociates, 
that ‘he refolved to adopt their vagrant man- 
ner of life, and accordingly abandoned the 
{chool and his friends. Having continued 
about a year and u half with thele people, he 


who had given him up forloft. The love 
of.the mendicant Jife, however, ftill re- 
mained, and it grew upon him to fuch a 
degree, that he again forfook his paternal 
bMtitation, and betook himfelf to his old ac- 
guaintances, who received him with the 
utmoft joy. His exploits in the courfe of 
lis life were wonderful. He has impofed 
upon the fame company three or four times 
a-day, under different difguifes, and with 
different tales of diftrefs. He began his 
career by equipping himfelf with an old pair 
of trowfers, and aflumed the appearance of 
an unfortunate fhip-wrecked feaman ; in 
which charaéter he was very fuccefsful. Af- 
terwards, he became the honeft country far- 
mer, who living in the ifle of Shippey, m 
Kent, had the misfortune to have his grounds 
overflowed, and all his cattle drowned. 




























































And every fcheme which he undertook he 
“executed with fo much fkil! and dexterity, 
that heraifed very confiderable contributions. 
Sometimes he was a diftrefled clergyman, 
ths. 
With fuch wonderful facility did he affume 
every character, that he often deceived thole 
who knew him beft, and were moft pofitive 
of his not being able to impofe upon them. 
Coming one day to Mr, Portman’s, at Brin- 
fon, in the charaéter ofa rat-catcher, with 
ahair-cap on his head, a buff girdle about 
his waift, and a tame rat in a little box by 
his fide, he boldly marched up to the hou’ 
in this difguife, though his perfen was 
known to: all the family ; and meeting, in 
the court with the Rev. Mr. Bryant, ;and 
“feveral other gentlemen, whom he_ well 
knew, afked if their honours had any ‘rats 
Mr.. Portman replied ,by afking 
him if he knew his bufinefs; and he an- 
fwering in the affirmative, was fent in to 
get his dinner, with a ptomile that after he 


ruined becaule he could not take the 


“to kill.

abilities. ‘Dinner being ‘over, he was called 
into a parlour among a large company of

vhave feen me before, (replied Carew) and 
~you gave me a fuit of clothes.’"—Mr. Pley- 
dell was furprifed, and requefted to know 
the particulars. Carew atked him, “ If he 


did not remember his being met by a poet 
n- 


wretch, with a, ftocking round his hea 
ftead of a cap, and an old woman’s ragged 
mantle on his fhoulders, without ftock- 


ings or fhoes, who told him that he was 


a poor unfortunate man, caft away near the 
Canaries, and taken up with eight others by 
a Frenchman ; the reft of the crew, fixteen 
in number, being drowned ; and that after 
having afked him forne queftions, he gave 
him a guinea anda fuit of clothes ;”°—This, 
Mr. Pleydell acknowledged; and Mr. Car- 
¢w replied, * he was the identical rat-ceatch- 
er, who now ftands before yeu,”’ Carew 
had a method of enticing away people’s dogs, 
for which be was twice tranfported from 
Exeter to North America, but returned 
before the fhips that carried him out. On 
one of thefe occafions, |he efcaped from Vir- 
ginia through the woods, and fwam acrofs 
the Delaware wpon a horfe, with only a 
handkerchief for a bridle. He was a man of 
ftrong memory and genteel addrefs, and 
¢ould affume the manners of the gentleman

JAMES O’BURNE, a famous ventrilo- 
quift, was a native of Ireland, though he re- 
fided many years in England. He delighted 
in an itinerant life, and played a number of 
extraordinary pranks, which the peculiar 
faculties he poffefled enabled him to do. 
Asa f{pecimen of his ability asa ventriloquift,

he fo exa€tly imitated the cries of a child, 
which feemed to proceed from the middle of 
the hay, that the aftonifhed countryman flood 
aghaft ; and the noife being feveral times re- 
peated, O’Burne prevailed upen the driver 
to unload the waggon, and tendered his fer- 
vice in affifting him. While they were thus . 
employed, the cries became louder and more 
pitiable ; nor was the delufion difcovered by 
the affrighted countryman, till the hay was 
all taken out : when the ventriloquift, after 
indulging himfelf in an outrageous laugh, left 

} him to reload his team.
